OFF TO THE DUCK HUNT at Big Lake in the St. Albert region are Herb Davis and 


Dr. W. Ross. ‘They pushed 


to six this morning in preparation for the opening of the 1948 season, Two hours 
later they had their bag limit for the day—eight well-feathered, plump ducks each. 


Hunters Find 


Lots of Ducks 
Opening Day 


Ducks are where you find them, 
and one-half hour before sunrise 
this morning hunters were finding 
them plentiful on every slough, 
pond and lake in Zone 2, 

For at 5.50 am. Edmonton time 
the duck-shooting season officially 
opened. Early returns from the 
field indicated that the 1948 
crop would be the largest 
1942 

By sunrise, at 6:28 am., hundreds 
of Edmonton nimrods were hidden 
in blinds and boats on the lakes 
and marshes within a 40 mile radius 
of the city. 


POPULAR SPOT 

A popular spot with hundreds of 
Edmontonians was Big Lake, a long,| 
shallow marsh lying a_ half-mile 
south and west of St. Albert. It was! 
there that Bulletin cameraman! 
Charlie Ross and this reporter fol-| 
lowed John MacDougall 
Pioneer Hunting Lodge to record 
the opening day shots of a typical 
duck shooter, 

5:56 a.m.—Shoved off in a boat 
from the pier with a half-moon 
still hanging tn the southern sky

6:06 am.—A quarter mile from 
shore the firat shot booms across 
the lake, Against the rosy eastern 
sky a flock of black dots rose and 
swung down the lake, A slight 
breeze riffled the water and dis 
turbed the morning calm. 

6:12—Anchored boat in an island 
of tules as a flock of pintails’ 
awished by just beyond the limit} 
of range. Too late for a shot. 


CAPSIZES BOAT 

6:19 am,—Guns booming across 
the lake, sending four mallards 
directly overhead, A split second 
and they were in range—whistling 
wings—outstretched necks—quick 
aim—bang! It was a clear miss and 
in the excitement of his first shot 
MacDougall capsized his boat in 
four feet of water, 

6:28-—Boat righted, sun tipping 
over the ‘horizon, the lake alive 
with ducks, A big black drake 
flashed into range. MacDougall 
drew hastily, fired and watched 
him ecrumple neatly in a funnel 
of spray. Number one for the sea- 
son, 

6:45—Sun was high by this time 
and vision better for the hunter 
and the hunted, An over-the-should- 
er shot netted MacDougall a pin-| 
tail, A spoonbill plopped to the| 
marsh surface for number three. | 
6:48—A lone single separated | 
from a flock of mallards and tore 
along directly overhead, He came 
high, just at the limit of range, 
passed Over MacDougall's point, 
a perfect overhead shot, At the re- 
port, he folded his wings, did a 
sommersault, and plopped into the 
water.

For Educational Frills 


I find it difficult to concur with 
the view of many that such 
things as the operation of auto- 
mobiles should be taught in the 
publle schools of Alberta, 

My opposition to this and sim- 


llar projects is based on two 
reasons: 
The first rea 


son is that pub- 
lie school educa-* 
tion should con 


sist of instruc 

tion that is ab- 

solutely essen 

tial to every 

body and will 

form an ade 
quate back 

ground to any 

kind of special- WEIR 
jalized instruction later 

The second reason is that 
public money, particularly when 
education is starved for funds, 
should not be spent in public 


schools on courses that are use- 
ful to only one class in a com- 
munity, 

It would probably be an ex- 
cellent and useful thing if every 


child of suitable age was able 
to operate a car safely and effi- 
ciently But it is not the busi 
ness of the public schools to give 
that knowledge. It should not 
be paid for with the taxpayer's 
money. 
Two Kinds 
Of Schooling 

What the proponents of lux 


ury courses in the schools seem 
to forget is that education falls 
Sharply into two distinct classifi- 


tations 

First, there is the essential or 
background education which 
should be acquired by every- 
body, 


This consists of the rudiments 


of mathematics, geography, let- 
ters and all those elementary 
subjects without which no intelli 
gent person can advance easily 
in the world, 

The teaching of these essential 
background subjects properly 
occupies all the time of public 
and high school teachers, To 
absorb them properly requires 
all the time of young students 

Consequently when educa 
tional frills are introduced into 
the curricula of the schools, some 
other subject has to suffer. 

In other words, to find 
to teach children how to drive 
motor cars, time has to be sub- 
tracted from mathematics or 
social! studies or English or some 
other essential subject. 

There is one sure test for the 
suitability of any subject on the 
curriculum of a publie school. 
Is it something essentiai to the 
well-being of every child in the 
school? 

If it is not essential to all, it 
has no place on the curriculum

youngster finds out 
what he wants to do and what 
he wants to be he begins to 
build on the foundation of es- 
sential instruction he has acquir- 
ed in public schools 

At this point in the educational 
system, and only at this point, 


is it proper to introduce subjects, 
such as motor car operation, that 
do not apply to the heeds of all 
the pupils. 


This is the point where branch- 
ing out begins, And while the 
driving of automobiles is not as 
specialized a branch of know- 
ledge as a familiarity with the 
law of contract, for instance, it 
is still of sufficiently specialized 
connotation as to be totally inap- 
propriate in any curriculum be- 
low this point, 

Elementary education gives the 
student the kind of knowledge 
he must have. Higher education 
gives him the kind of knowledge 
he desires to have 

When it is remembered that 
the great majority of people in 
this generation will have to be 
content with the kind of know- 
ledge they should have, it would 
seem to be a pity to subtract 
from the time spent on that 
knowledge any intervals devoted 
to the science of changing gears 
and avoiding pedestrians, 


Money For 
Education 


It is a tragle mistake to add 
to elementary education any 
ornamental subjects so long as 
education is so desperately in 
need of money for other pur- 
poses 

So long as public schoo} teach- 
ers are forced to subsist on sa- 
laries considerably “less than 
those earned by longshoremen 
and garage mechanics, it is gross 
presumption to spend money on 
the teaching of courses that are 
unessential however desirable 
they may be 

Until the bare framework of 
elementary education is on a soun- 
der financial basis, the educa- 
tional frills are not only unjusti- 
fied but something of an affront 
to the whole teaching profession,

ing the blessings of this vitalizing 
‘white power’ and its ability to 
lift horizons, lighten labor loads, 
and brighten rural life?

A crude sign was found the 
other day pinned on the garden 
door of 10 Downing Street, fam- 
ous residence of many genera- 
tions of British prime ministers 
and now occupied by Clement At- 
tlee. The notice advised him: 

“Moscow is Bluffing.” 

The seer who made that sign 
wasn't the only one who has a 
notion the Russians are staging 
an enormous bluff. You hear the 
remark frequently, generally by 
folk who hold that the “bluff” 
should be called by a display of 
force. 

That is a terribly foolish and 
dangerous assumption, True, 
there undoubtedly are times 
when the Russians do bluff, and I 
dare say the same is true of the 
western democracies, Diplomatic 
strategy has worked that way on 
occasions 


However, the world revolution 


for the spread of Communism is 
no bluff. It is the greatest men- 
ace mankind has faced 


There was no bluff in the rape 
of Czechoslovakia, or in the con- 
quest of the rest of Eastern Eur- 
ope. The United States ‘has just 
called the turn in blunt terms on 
Bolshevist operations in Bulgaria, 

American Minister Donald R, 
Heath has delivered to the Bul- 
garian foreign ministry a note 
which accuses the Communist 
government of Bulgaria with ruth- 
lessly smashing democratic free- 
dom in that country. The com- 


munication charges that the Com- 
munists there have resorted to 
the use of “involuntary servitude, 
banishment, concentration camps, 
imprisonment, torture and ( xeeu- 
tion.” 

The occasion for this note was 
a speech by Foreign Minister 
Kolaroy in parliament, blaming 
the United States for Bulgaria's 
failure to gain membership in the 
United Nations, He declared Bul- 
garia had met its peace treaty ob- 
ligations scrupulously, The Am- 
erican note said it simply isn't 
true that Bulgaria has met its 
treaty obligations. 

If Britain and the United Statcs 
thought Moscow was bluffing 
they wouldn't be engaged in such 
sweeping rearmament programs. 
Defense Minister A. V. Alexander 
startled the house of commons in 
London a couple of days ago wiih 
the statement that Britain's re- 
armament program was moving 
so fast he had no figures on its 
cost, Simultaneously the navy, 
marines and air corps announced 
urgent campaigns to build up 
strong reserves in readiness for 
any war emergency. All men and 
women in Britain's wartime 
armies are subject to recall 

These preparations don't mean 
that Britain and the United 
States think war is just around 
the corner, 

But the democracies aren't 
treating the Communist threat 
as a bluff which can be handled 


by appeasement,

step! 

4. Not to run after a car or bus 
there is always one behind, 

A law should be enforced not to 
issue licenses for driving vehicles 
to any applicant, irrespective of 
whom he is, unless he can pre- 
sent a graduating diploma. from 
an authorized driving school. 

Having cites cleverly zoned, co- 
ordinated with installed experi- 
enced traffic regulations, with a 
people adapted from childhood to 
abide by them, we would be sure 
of minimizing accidents.

SKAGWAY, Alaska,.—If you are 
a Canadian you get a double thrill 
if you reach Alaska as I did 
today—that is coming not by ship, 
but from Yukon by train. 

The first thrill is the one which 
every observant traveller gets in 
coming over orfe of the most 
scenic trips in all America, 

The White Pass & Yukon Rail- 
road is only 110 miles in length. 
But it passes through wonderfully 
beautiful country, For scores of 
miles the stil] green waters mir.

mountains, At this time of year 
the foliage is gorgeous. I thought

Peace River block in British Col- 
umbia, and about 23,000,000 acres 
in Alberta, These examinations 
indicated that about one-quarter 
of the area carried timber of mer- 
chantable size and one-third was 
covered with young growth of 
various ages. Since that time, 
dt severe forest fires have 
materially decreased the amoun* 
of merchantable timber in this 
region, 


There is estimated to be in the 
Peace River area about 8,000,000,000 
board feet of timber of kinds, size 
and quality suitable for the manu- 
facture of lumber. Spruce consti- 
tutes about two-thirds of this 
material and lodgepole pine one- 
third, with relatively small quan- 
tities of poplar, white birch and 
larch in some localities. In addi- 
tion there. are perhaps 90,000,000 
cords of wood which could be used 
for fuel, mine props, railway ties, 
posts, poles and other purposes 
Of this about 70 per cent is poplar, 
17 per cent lodgepole pine, 12 per 
cent spruce and 1 per cem birch 
and larch,

SOIL PRODUCTIVE 

Hines Creek is on the same range;

Soil Enriched 
By Weathering 


Geologically, the Peace River 
district, mot including the moun- 
tains, falls within the Cretaceous 
system, which is of comparatively 
recent age, The formation consists 
of shales, sandstones, limestones 
and marl&, with extensive coal beds 
in the foothills. 

Weathering of these soft materi- 
als has produced a soil of great 
depth and uniformity. The absence 
of hard or out-cropping rock has 
permitted the streams and rivers 
to gouge out channels freely and 
to flow without interruption, Hence 
the drainage system is uniform ana 
direct and free from lake expan- 
sions or waterfalls, 

The high-water mark of Peace 
river at Finlay, its source, is about 
2,000 feet above sea-level, Mount 
Selwyn, towering above it, has an 
elevation of 6,220 feet. 
of Rocky Mountain canyon the 
Peace has an elevation of slightly 
over 1,500 feet, while the plateaus 
on either side are more than 800 
feet higher. 

At the town of Peace River the 
valley is 1,050 feet above sea-level 
at the river’s edge while the plains 
a few miles beyond the top of the 
bank, are 750 feet higher. Fort 
Vermilion has an elevation of less 
than 1,000 feet while that of the 
river is but slightly less. At the 
mouth of the river the elevation of 
the water has been recorded as 685 
feet. The surrounding land rises 
very gradually and for several miles 
back but slightly exceeds an eleva- 
tion of 800 feet above sea-level,
